The Secretary has asked me to reply to your 
letter of September 28, requesting on behalf of £_ 

J information regarding the alleged 
disappearance of Ricardo Zeff and three of his 
friends in Buenos Aires on July 23. 

We have no information about the disappearance 
of Mr. Zeff or his friends, and since neither he nor 
they are U.S. citizens, we cannot intervene formally 
on their behalf. You may wish to advise IT 
to try to obtain information from the Argentine 
&sbassy, 1600 Hew Hampshire Avenue, N.W. , Washington, 
D.C. 20009. 

The Department and our Embassy in Buenos Aires 
have discussed human rights problems repeatedly with 
Argentine officials. The Argentine government is 
aware of the nature and level of concern which is 
being expressed in the United States Congress^ and 
by private citizens. We will send a copy of this 
correspondence to our Embassy in Buenos Aires in 
order to inform it of your interest in this case. 

I regret that we cannot provide more information 
on this case.
